Interview Summary 

According to the file history, an interview between Mr. Eric L. Prahl (the 
prior attorney) and Examiner Ling X. Xu was conducted on January 12, 2006. Mr. 
Prahl then filed a Further Amendment After Final Action on January 17, 2006. In 
this Further Amendment After Final Action, Mr. Prahl elected to accept the allowed 
claims by moving limitations in claim 62 into claim 28 and moving limitations of 
claim 48 into claim 63. Mr. Prahl also eliminated language which he believed did 
not limit the structure. The Further Amendment After Final Action, however, did 
not acknowledge the interview conducted on January 12, 2006. 

The Interview Summary included with the Notice of Allowablity, which was 
mailed on February 2, 2006, stated that a formal written reply must include the 
substance of the interview. The Applicant's Attorney did not take part in the 
interview. However, according to the written Interview Summary, all claims were 
discussed and the Examiner indicated that the subject matter in claims 62-63 would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The Applicant's Attorney called Examiner 
Xu on February 24, 2005 to explain this matter and it was agreed that the 
Applicant's new attorney would submit this document acknowledging the interview 
on January 12, 2006. The Applicant's Attorney believes that this Interview 
Summary satisfies the requirements under M.P.E.P §713.04.
